Stony Pfain, led investigation to be 
made by the Alberta Provincial police, 
which later proved that deceased 
came to her death by being accident- 
ally shot from a rifle in the hands of 
a small boy named Joe Sudernasnic, 

A certain amount of secrecy sur. 
rounded the death of the youngster, 
which took place while the Jopko fa- 
mily were visiting at the home of their 
neighbors, the Sudernosnic’s. The po- 
lice were not informed of the fatal- 
ity at the time of its occurrence, and 
it wes not until after the body had 
been buried, that information reached 
this city concerning the death. 

Investigation, however, proved that 
Dr. Oatway, of Stony Plain, wes in 
attendance when the girl died, and 
that the requisite certificates for 
burial had been issued. 

The death of the litt'e girl occurred 
on November 21st, about the time the 
Jopko's were leaving to retucn home 
A rifle was lying in the bottom of 
iheir bueey, whieh aroused the curio- 
sity of the boy Sudernosnic, He lifted 
the weapon from the vehicle,and was 
in the act of Jooking over it when it 
discharged, the shot passing through 
the abdomen of the girl, who was
